1 . German Patent No. DE10066100 published January 9, 2003, discloses: 
The crushing machine has jaw crushers with fixed and moving jaw pairs. The jaw crushers are 
above roll-jaw crushers. The two crusher systems have a common drive for all the rolls and jaw 
pairs. The jaw crushers have the moving jaws moved by a pushrod via a crank mechanism. 



2. German Patent No. 940 1 6 1 7 published November 1 0, 1 994, was cited in the 
International Search Report as a Category A Reference. Abstract: Jaw crusher for crushing hard 
materials. The innovation concerns a jaw crusher for crushing hard materials, with a stationary 
jaw and a mobile jaw, which are tiltable around an axis at their upper end. 

3. Japan Application No. 06123142 published November 21, 1995, discloses: 
PURPOSE: To prevent troubles in crushing work caused by the clogging of long reinforcements 
in a crusher by installing a cutter for cutting reinforcements on the lower side of the crushed 
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material discharging part of the crusher. CONSTITUTION: A cutter 20 is installed on the lower 
side of the crushed material 8 discharging part of a crusher to be positioned on the upper side of 
the rear end of a belt conveyer. When the material 8 contains reinforcements 31 for reinforced 
concrete etc., a rotary cutter 25 is rotated by a hydraulic motor 24. The reinforcements are cut 
into small pieces by the rotary cutter 25 and fixed blades 23 to be discharged by a belt conveyer. 
In this way, troubles in crushing work are prevented, and the removal of the reinforcements is 
dispensed with.
